This  is  a  bay  on  the  west  side  of  Seymour  Cane  1 ,  about  20  miles  south 
of  Windfall  harbor  and  12  miTes  north  of  the  entrance  to  the  canal.  It  is 
about  i  miles  deep,  bv  a  mile  ana  a  half  wide.  Much  of  the  inner  end  of 
-the  bay  runs  dry  at  low  |Jtf:.,tid*8  •  No  pne  lives  at  the  bay.  It  has  consider- 
able  level  l#,jid  surrounding  ft.  South  and  southwest  of  the  bay  are  several 
high  mouatA-ijis j  on©  being  among  the  highest  op  the  island.  Three  miles  west 

©f  the  bav  a  chain  of  lakes  begins.  These  drain  into  a  stream  flowing  out 

•»  • 

on  the  opposite  side  $f  the  island.  Southwest  of  the  bay  about  four  mile*| 
ise  level  tract  of  land  that  is  known  locally  as  the  beaver  meadows.  It  is 
Surrounded  by  high  mountains,  formerly  a  colony  of  beavers  lived  there  but 
the  Indians. have  exterminated  them. 

T'bf  principal  timber  is  "hemlock”,  but  there  is  some  fir,  and  in  the  hills 
There  are  cedar  ana  pine  trees.  The  cedar  is  yellow  cedar  and  the  pine  is 
probably  Pinus  corrtorta.  It  is  known  locally  as  "jack  pine".  MOst  of  these 
pines  grow  in  what  Hasselborer  calls  "parks".  These  are  tracts  of  more 
open  country*  the  trees  being  fewer  and  smaller.  These  parks  are  carpeted 
wife  moss  ,  like  all  the  region,  but  in  some  of  the  parks  a  species  of 
trass  grows  among  the  moss,  even  predominating  here  and  there.  If  levai 
ties©  parks  are  wet  and  swampy,  but  on  sloping  ground  they  are  comparativ  • 
©ly  dry.  There  appear  to  be  species  of  plants  in  the  parks  that  are  not  met 
with  ©Ise  where  ^;suc  h  as  the  low  orinberrv,  but  their  growth’ is  not  far 
enough  advanced  to  give  much  of  an  idea  of  what  the  species  are.  There 
aye  more  biros  in  these  parks  than  elsewhere  except  along  the  beach,  beer 
frequent  them  also. 

Mole  Harbor  is  not  as  good  a  place  for  collecting  sea  birds  as  Windfall 
Harbor.  For  land  work  it  Is  better,  particularly  if  the  lakes  are  included, 
it  is  somewhat  warmer,  and  the  season  opens  earlier.

Red  Bluff  Bay  is  on  the  east  side  of  Bar  a  no  f  f  Island  a  little  south  of 
its  middle.  It  is  about  four  miles  lone  by  one  quarter  to  half  of  a  mile 
wide.  Except  at  the  head  of  the  bay  the  shores  are  steep  or  precipitous,  -an¬ 
si  d  the  surrounding  mountains  are  high.  At  the  head  of  the  bay- is  a  mud  flat, 

the  terminus  of  the  bottom  land  bordering  a  small  river  coming  from  the 
west.  There  are  a  few  ac  res  of  grass  land  borderinp  the  tide  line,  but 
above  the  reach  of  the  highest  tides  the  bottom  is  heavily  timbered  with 
fir  and  hemlock,  with  much,  underbrush.  The  mountain  sides  are  wel  1  timbered 
but  the  summits  are  extensive  snow  fields.  The  snow  comes  ear  1  v  and  deep 

and  lies  late,  it  is  evidently  the  coldest  region  we  have  visited  as  there  -fl¬ 

are  still  a  few  banks  of  snow  down  to  the  sea.  level,  a  few  plants  were 
beginning  to  bloom,  and  the  few  days  we  were  there  showeo  a  marked  change 
in  the  plants.  Shell  collecting  at  the  head  of  the  bav  and  on  the  sides  was 
verv  noor,  but  an  hour  spent  on  the  outer  beach  near  the  entrance  to  the 
bav  was  fairlv  productive,  particular  1  v  in  large  chitons.

no  fallen  trees.  The  re  are  stumps  uncovered  along  the  beach  at  a  lower  level 
than  anv  trees  now  grow  which  I  cannot  account  for,  unless  thev  are  remains 
of  a  former  forest  growing  there  when  the  land  s  +  ood  at  a  higher  level  and 
then  cut  down  by  glacial  ice.  Nearly  all  the  trees  in  the  present  for est 
are  soruoe,  but  there  are  a  few  hemlocks.  Alder  forms  a  border  around  the 
edge  of  the  forest  at  the  beach  and  it  also  crows  in  nlaoes  in  the  forest. 
There  are  a  few  small  willows  and  cottonwoods  near  the  beach.  Thenre  is  v$rv 
little  underbrush  and  scarcely  any  'devils  club'.  The  ground  is  thioklv  and 
evenly  covered  with  moss.  There  are  a  few  ponds  in  the  timber.  Mammals  are 
most  Plentiful  along  the  border  of  the  timber  and  in  t ha  grass  near  high 
tide  line.  Land  oirds  ere  not  plentiful,  several  families  lacking  renre - 
sentati ves  that  -ttrari  were  represented  on  tne  islands.  Butterflies  are  sca.rce 
out  have  the  addition  of  a  Lvoaena .  Other  insects,  with  the  exception  of 
mosquitos  and  flies,  are  rather  scare*;  mosquitos  ar*  Plentiful  and  trouble¬ 
some.  The  onlv  batrachians  seen  were  toads,  but  these  were  ra.ther  common, 
and  I  saw  many  tadooles  in  one  pond.  Shells  are  verv  scarce,  the  bottom 
being  muddy  and  icebergs  anH  floating  ice  grind  the  bottom  in  er  nosed  jsiaa 
d!  a,ce  s  .

Hell  Bay,  Alaska. 
Sept.  10  to  17  1907.

Helm  Bay  is  on  the  southern  side  of  Cleveland  Peninsula,  &  part  of  tne  aainl bh ci. 
It  is  about,  35  tiles  from  (etchekan.  The  bay  is  about  five  miles  deep  and 
averages  nearly  a  mile  wide.  It  is  bordered  by  mountains  of  moderate  slope 
and  about  2,000  feet  In  altitude,  e  cept  on  the  east  side  near  the  entrance, 
where  there  is  a  flat  a  tile  or  so  square.  In  this  flat  are  several  iresh  water 
lakes  and  ponds.  There  are  parks,  usually  small,  scattered  all  through  the  timb¬ 
er  and  small  areas  of  the  mountain  tops  are  free  of  large  trees.  Nearly  half  ot 
the  timber  is  cedar.  There  is  considerable  underbrush,  principally  nucule berry 
bushes,  but  there  is  not  such  "devils  club".  There  are  quite  a  nu  her  of 
prospects,  some  of  which  may  be  called  mines,  in  the  vicinity.  A  five  stamp 
ill  is  idle  and  all  the  houses  are  vacant  except  one  temporarily  occupied  oy 
a  miner  doin'-  assessment  work.

Anthony,  Baker  County,  Oregon,

Anthony  is  a  mining  camp  situated  at  the  forks  of  Eagle  Creek,  a  tributary  d 
Powder  River.  It  is  about  45  miles  from  Baker  City  on  the  Oregon  Short  Line  and 
about  2b  miles  west  of  Snake  River.  It  may  be  said  to  be  in  the  southern  foot¬ 
hills  of  a  range  of  mountains  known  locally  as  the  Granite  Mountains,  and 
marked  on  most  maps  as  the  Powder  River  Mountains.  The  correct  name  is  probably 
tie  Wallowa  Mountains.  This  region  is  in  the  Wallowa  Forest  Reserve.  The 
southern  slope  of  these  mountains  is  very  gentle  and  might  best  oe  characterize 
3,3  a  sloping  plateau.  The  rise  is  so  gentle  that  the  mountains  appear  lower 
than  they  really  are.  Probably  Mt.  Hood  •  s  the  only  peak  in  Oregon  higher  than'ti 
tne  highest  peaks  of  the  Wal lowas .  The  plateau  is  well  forested  with  fir,  pine 
and  larch.  There  are  proves  of  aspens  here  and  there  and  along  the  creek  are 
ooms  mountain  cot.  ton  woo  us .  About  three  miles  above  Anthony,  on  East  Eagle  Creek 
is  a  considerable  grove  of  lodge-pole  pines.  The  others  are  yellow  and  "bull"  \ 
pines.  Tne re  is  not  much  underbrush  except  in  the  creek  bottoms.  The  region  is 
m  tie  boreal  zone.  The  winter  snow  fall  is  heavy  and  all  the  miners  leave  in 
the  faii  except  a  watchman.  The  camp  is  at  about  3,700  feet  altitude  and  the 

c!a,Cu  side  are  oJO  to  1,000  feet  higher.  At  Antheny  there  is  a  summer  post-- 
office,  this  was  discontinued  for  the  winter  when  I  arrived  there.
